in the city jail, following his being 
locked up on a charge of intoxication. 
Hayden, who is 70 years old, upon 
being brought inio court, asked that 
the judge allow him to sing one of 
his favorite war hymns. 
He then 
showed the court where he had had 
his left middle finger shot off in the 
battle of Shilo. 
“I was also shot in the leg, Judge, in 
the back of the leg. 
Any ordinary 
man w'ould think that I got hit there 
wrhile I was running, hut I didn’t know 
what It was like to run,” said the old 
soldier. 
“You rep. .Judge, I ran ahead of the 
rest of the troops—so far ahead that

A weak, wobbly gait, especially in 
the hind legs, the animal often reel­ 
ing as it tries to walk. 
Dark red, blue or purplish discolora­ 
tion of skin under the body, neck and 
inside of thighs. 
When the disease is acute, death 
may come in four to seven days. 
Sometimes, however, the attack is so 
virulent that hogs are found dead be­ 
fore the owner knows they are sick. 
At other times the disease takes on a 
chronic form, the animals dying at in­ 
tervals through a period of several 
months.

“Quality counts, not sometimes, but 
always,” and is as true with market 
eggs as with any other commodity. 
The farmers' annual loss through the 
marketing of poor eggs during the 
summer months mounts Into the mil­ 
lions in the aggregate and is wholly 
unnecessary. Because of the presence 
of b o many spoiled eggs coming from 
the farms the buyer is compelled to 
pay lower prices as the poor eggs 
are sorted out by him and must be 
disposed of at figures far below the 
market price of good eggs. 
Why should not the farm producer 
first endeavor to produce good eggs 
and then sort them himself and know 
positively that he is selling only first 
quality eggs? 
The candling of eggs 
is the final test and can be easily done 
by anyone. Arrange a common paste­ 
board shoe box to stand on end over 
a small lighted lamp. 
Make a hole 
slightly smaller than an egg in one 
side of the box directly opposite 
the lamp flame and give ventilation 
to the lamp by removing the end of 
the box over the lamp and you are 
ready to candle eggs accurately. 
To produce good first quality eggs 
the essentials are healthy hens; good, 
wholesome food; clean nests; daily 
gathering of eggs and the removal 
of all males from the laying flock. 
After this the eggs must be kept 
In a cool, moist temperature. 
Givers 
these conditions of production and 
handling, with a careful candling be­ 
fore marketing, any farm poultryman 
may be certain that he is offering 
only a first quality product that may 
command the best prices.

WIDE TIRES ASSIST HAULING 


Do Not Cut Deeply and Make Better 
Tracks on Roads Which Are Trav­ 
eled White Soil Is Soft. 


(By F. A. WIRT. K ansas E xperim ent S ta ­ 
tion.) 
Wide-tired wagons pull more easily 
than narrow tired ones 90 per cent of 
the times when they are used. 
Pro­ 
fessor Wirt has just completed ex­ 
periments with wide and with narrow- 
tired wagons. 
Narrow tires pull harder than wide 
tires because the narrow tire cuts 
deeper into the top soil. 
The wide 
tire does not cut so deep and makes a 
better track on 
roads 
which 
are 
traveled while the ground is soft. The 
wide tire packs the surface into a firm 
roadbed. 
The tests show that in corn fields, 
plowed fields, field lanes and on pas­ 
ture and alfalfa land, the draft on the 
•wide tire is considerably less no mat­ 
ter what the condition of the soil. 
In places where the mud is deep and 
rolls up on the wheels, in ruts made 
by narrow wheels, or in a surface of 
mud with a hard ground beneath, the 
narrow tire will pull more easily. The 
narrow wheel fits the rut, on the hard 
bottom of which it runs, and it col­ 
lects less mud than the wide tire. 
Were only wide tires used, however, 
this condition hardly could occur.

Hen Is Powerless to Protect Herself 
From Ravages of Vermin— Egg- 
Laying Out of Question. 


There is no poultry parasite that 
our feathered friends are less power­ 
less to combat than the common red 
mite. 
The body lice can be kept in 
check by the hen if she has her lib­ 
erty, because she will frequently find 
a good dusting place and proceed to 
cleanse herself and make things very 
uncomfortable for the lice. But on ac­ 
count of her attachment to her home, 
no matter how poor it is, she will go 
back every night to infested roosts 
and allow the mites to crawl upon her 
and suck her lifeblood. Poor biddy is 
powerless to protect herself and un­ 
less friend man steps in and does 
something for her she Boon becomes 
emaciated and dejected, and egg-lay­ 
ing. is entirely out of the question 
The red mite is one of the most com j 
mon causes of no eggs when there 
ought to be some eggs. 
Cleanliness in the coop is an im 
portant factor in the control of the 
mite, as it will hide under filth, drop­ 
pings and litter, as well as in cracks 
and crevices of the roosts and nests. 
Clean coops, however, are not entirely 
free from infestation and may even 
become seriously infested if not given 
treatment. 
Spraying is a common 
means of control, cresol sprays or ker­ 
osene emulsion being recommended. 
On account of being unable to accom­ 
plish thorough work by spraying it is 
necessary to spray frequently in or­ 
der to keep the mites in check.. . 
Probably the most thorough method 
of control is by fumigation. 
The 
fumes will permeate every part of the 
coop and kill all the mites, regardless 
of whether they are in the litter or on 
the roosts. 
As all of the mites are 
killed the treatment will be effective 
for a long time, as it will be some 
time before a coop will become Infest­ 
ed again. 
The fumigation method is 
the easiest one to control the mites. 
All that is necessary is to place the 
proper amount of fumigant in an open 
kettle, light it and close the doors 
tightly. 
When the doors are opened 
several hours later the coop is entire­ 
ly bugless. 
In order to get good re­ 
sults it is necessary to use a sufficient 
amount of good fumigant. 
The com­ 
mercial article is the most convenient 
to use and will assure good results if 
the directions are followed.

before they are w eaned. Two or three 
weeks old pigs will learn to nibble a 
little. 
A good grain mixture is 60 
parts of corn, 20 parts of middlings, 
IO parts of tankage or wheat meaL 
5 parts of oats and 5 parts of oil 
meal. 
If skimmed milk may be had 
it should certainly be fed, especially 
just after weaning time. 
Many of our best hog men now wean 
their pigs early and wean them all at 
the same time. The day before wean­ 
ing they put the sows and pigs to­ 
gether in a pen by themselves and give 
the so wa little or no food that day. 
The pigs are allowed to drain the 
sows’ udders and the next day the 
pigs are put in a good pasture by 
themselves and given a nutritious ra 
tion, skim milk being fed if it is 
available.

The rumors mentioned are not the 
most extravagant that one hears in

Russia in 1910, declares th^» Russky 
Invalid, the Russian 
military organ, 
in a discussion of the general staff’s 
before-the-war plans for 
the defense 
of the western frontier. 


“Before the w’ar,” says the journal, 
“Russia had anticipated that in the 
event of war Austria and Germany, 
because of their rapid means of mob­ 
ilization and 
immense 
technical re­ 
sources, would 
turn 
their attention 
first of all against Russia. 
To frus­ 
trate this plan it was decided in 1910 
that the Russian territory Jutting in­ 
to Germany and the fortified places 
west of Brest-Litovsk should be or­ 
ganized for a state of wrar. The region 
further east was chosen for the con­ 
centration of the Russian forces. 
“It w'ould have been dangerous to 
attribute too great an importance to 
and to have held on to the Narewr and 
VLstula, with their fortified towns. It 
is better to take 
advantage of the 
depth of our theater of w^ar to draw 
lh© German armies 
far 
from their 
baseband to force 
them 
to exhaust 
themselves. To this end it was nec­ 
essary to sacrifice the Polish salient. 
Three months have elapsed since the 
Russian army 
started 
to 
put this 
plan into execution. Constant march­ 
ing, fighting and 
privations weaken 
the enemy. 
There 
are already evi- j 
donees that the 
moral 
force of the 
German army is weakening in its at­ 
tack, and prisoners confirm that this 
weakening is 
not 
only 
moral, but 
physical. 
“This war will be decided by the 
armies in battle, and it is of n a im­ 
portance where this battle will take 
place. 
Thus our retreat assures us 
victory, for our armies are only now 
beginning to develop, while an abun­ 
dance of war munitions awaits us in 
the near future, thanks to the mobili­ 
zation of the national industry and to 
the orders placed abroad, whereas for 
the moment the enemy is in a favor­ 
able position in this regard. 
“A glance backward shows that at 
the beginning of the war the Germans 
threw the mass of their army against 
France. 
This leap forward on their 
part had happy recults for us, for we 
! advanced into new territory, notably 
sin Galicia; now' the tables are turned. 
I However, it is impossible to hamper 
j the liberty of movement of the Rus- 
{ sian army in any particular region or 
I on any particular 
frontier, 
and

! 'vould be impracticable to waste gar- 
I risons in defending 
fortified 
towns 
which are none too safe, as the Aus- 
I trians did in Przemvsl. That is why, 
examining, after a year of w'ar, the 
. map of the Russian front, we see the 
I necessity 
for 
the 
living 
Russian 
J armies to manoeuvre and deploy on 
I their base line. 
This would be the 
I most useful object to aim at, esp© 
I dally in view’ of the situation wrhich 
has 
prevailed 
since the month ol 
April. 
| 
“At the present 
time 
we 
have 
; against us nearly all 
the 
German 
cavalry, nearly all the Austrian army, 
and more than half of the total Ger­ 
man forces—about 7t> divisions—and 
the enemy artillery 
has 
numerous 
guns of all 
calibres. 
The 
Russian 
army is offering a heroic resistance; 
it is not only standing up under the 
most hellish fire, but it is inflicting 
countless losses upon the enemy, and 
wearing him out, notwithstanding his 
technical perfection. 
We are getting 
nearer to our supplies of ammunition, 
by means of which we will correct 
our line and throw back the enemv. 
lf only for this reason we can say 
that the evacuation of Warsaw', the 
i lire* of the Vistula-lvangorod-Novo- 
i Georgievsk will make certain that the 
i Russian offensive this time will be 
definite and irresistible.

war Russia has

definite plans for the issue of the

So unusual has been the season now j 
approaching its close and so varied 
are crop conditions, it was never more 
difficult to report with reasonable cer­ 
tainty nor to estimate with any de­ 
gree of accuracy the final outcome of 
Missouri crops. 
However,

nothing to indicate that it will be nec­ 
essary to radically revise any prelim­ 
inary figures on yields. 
This is due 
in part to the fact that in all early 
estimates due allowance

made by the Missouri board of agri­ 
culture for probable and usual dete­ 
rioration, rather than assuming that 
perfect conditions are to follow.

Zurich, Switzerland, Sept. 8.—Ger­ 
man socialists are pointing to the 
trial of Heinrich Huneke, one of their 
leaders, as an illustration 
of 
the 
growing consideration which the au­ 
thorities have for the socialist party. 
Huneke was arrested on a charge of 
“attempting to incite soldiers,of the 
army,to be disobedient and mutinous, 
and to induce civilians 
to 
disobey 
Hie laws of the land.” 
Although he was 
convicted 
and 
sentenced to nine months' imprison­ 
ment, the socialists point out that the 
accused leader fared fart better than 
even he himself had expected. Huneke 
fs president of the German Engineers 
and Firemen’s Federation, and one of 
the most powerful trade union ipen 
in the country. 
The fact th a t, the 
authorities did not bring Huneke be­ 
fore a court m artial'is hailed a s-a 
victory for the socialists, while his es­ 
cape with a sentence of only nine4 
months (von a court which had H ie' 
powrer of sending him to penal; servi­ 
tude for - life,-* is. alsoJ regarded w'ith 
satisfaction by Huneke's followers. 
The trial took place in Bremen and 
was heard in camera, but a general 
idea of tho proceedings can be ob­ 
tained Horn the;judgment which was 
pronounced in open court by the sen­ 
ior judge: 
“The charge of attempting to induce 
soldiers to be disobedient; and mu­ 
tinous cannot be maintained in its 
entirety; the accused, can only be 
convicted of this offense in so far as 
hifc , propaganda happened to reach 
soldiers and sailors’, of *the army and 
navy. His real offense lies in having 
distributed and causing to be^distri- 
buted, copies of a pamphlet entitled, 
‘Our Principal Enem y,Is at .Home,' 
among the workmen 'of the Weser 
Shipbuilding, company, who are en­ 
gaged in manufacturing 
vessels 
of 
war for the imperial navy 
“It only has been proved that the 
accused was directly connected with 
the distribution of about one hundred 
copies.of this pamphlet, and although 
it is probable that he fwfar. responsible 
for the circulation o f,many more, we 
*- 
* 
p. 
» 
in this court . can only deal with the 
number actually proven. 
“This circumstance 
operates 
in 
favor , of the accused in meting out 
punishment to him. 
The pamphlet 
contains passages which constitute an 
incitement to disobedience of the laws 
of the land, as well as other passages 
which are calculated to disturb the 
public peace by stirring up different 
classes of the population against one 
another. 
“The accused 
has 
committed 
a 
crime against his Fatherland in en­ 
deavoring, by means of the circulation 
of this pamphlet, 
to 
persuade 
the 
w'orking men of Germany to agitate 
for peace, and in explaining how' a 
movement in favor of exercising pres­ 
sure on the imperial government can 
be carried on w'ith the help of the 
press and through meetings and pub­ 
lic demonstrations. 
“All these methods of public agita 
tion have been declared to be illegal 
by the proclamations issued in con­ 
nection with the introduction of mar­ 
tial law at the outbreak of hostilities, 
so that to advocate them constitutes 
the perpetration of a serious crime. 
Moreover, the efforts made by the ac­ 
cused to create strife between those 
whom he calls imperialists on the one 
hand and the working classes of Ger­ 
many on the other hand, unquestion­ 
ably amount to an illegal act in the 
sense of the existing provisions of mil­ 
itary law now 
in force throughout 
the country. 
“It is quite clear that Huneke cir­ 
culated the pamphlet with full know­ 
ledge of its contents and of its prob­ 
able effect on its readers,, so that he 
committed 
his 
offense 
deliberately 
and with set purpose. 
All these cir­ 
cumstances have led the court to the 
conclusion that a term of imprison­ 
ment for nine months is the least 
penalty which we can inflict on the 
accused.”
